Kentucky and Virginia.

2. KU was first granted authority to enter into multi-year revolving credit facilities
in Case No. 2007-00233' by Orders dated August 2, 2007, and August 9, 2007. In Case No.
2007-00233, the Commission found that granting KU authority to enter into multi-year revolving
credit facilities under which KU could incur short-term debt from time to time would reduce the

time and cost of negotiating and renewing short-term debt arrangements.”
